DRAINAG-E  AND  SEYi/ERAG-E.  - No  new  sewer  extensions  were 
carried  out  during  the  year,  1945. 

CLOSET  AGCONilODATION.  - The  majority  of  the  older  property 
within  the  District  is  served  by  cesspit  type  privie®,  which 
are,  to  say  the  least  a veiy  objectionable  type  of  convGni<^mce 
It  is  unfortunately  not  possible  at  the  present  stage  to  put 
into  effect  privy  conversion  work  on  a large  scale  owing  to 
the  inadequate  nature  or  absence  of  sewerage  outfall  works. 
During  the  year  8 defective  cesspit  privies  v^ere  converted 
to  water  closets. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING-.-  The  cleansing  work  undertaken  by  the 
Council  consists  of  the  colloceion  and  disposal  of  household 
refuse  only,  this  seiwice  now  extends  throughout  the  vjhole 
District . 

SANITARY  INSPECTION.  The  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  has 
continued  their  efforts  and  a report  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  appended  hereto. 

SHOPS.  “ The  inspection  of  shops  does  not  assume  a great  deal 
of  importance  in  this  District  in  view  of  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  shops  are  small  ones  attached  to  dwelling-houses  and 
persons  are  not  normally  employed  except  members  of  the  family 
Se^'eral  shops  wore  inspected  during  the  year. 

SMOKE  ABATE’ffiNT.-  No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Ir  ading 
during  the  year. 


oTOUIING-  a\THS  AND  POOLS.-  Thero  are  two  privately  ovmed 
pools  wit in  the  area  which  are  op4n  to  the  public.  One 
is  fed  by  a stream  and  the  other  by  springs,  there  is  no 
treatment  of  the  water  in  either  case. 

EiblDICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.-  Three  cases  of  bug  infestation 
were  reported  during  the  year  and  the  houses  were  satis- 
factorily tr-'-ated  ’with  sulphur  compounds  and  Zaldccide. 

SCHOOLS.-  In  coirjuon  with  dv^elling-houses  mthin  the  District 
the  sanitary  conveniences  of  some  schools  leave  much  to  be 
desired  as  already  mentioned  under  sub-heading  (1)  as  sewage 
outfall  ®orks  are  constructed  no  doubt  conditions  will 
improve.  Water  supplies  to  schools  are  generally  satisfactory.

INSECTION  AND  SIJPNPVISION  OP  POOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY.  Pams  and  dairies  were  inspected  as  frequently 
as  possible.  A number  of  informal  notices  and  letters  were 
sent  to  milk  producers  calling  their  attention  to  defects 
existing  on  their  premises  vjith  good  results  in  several 
instances . 

MEAT  iiND  OTHER  POODS.  Owing  to  centralised  slaughtering 
in  Sleaford  Urban  District,  the  only  meat  inspected  has  been 
cottager’s  pigs  and  the  standard  of  these  animals  slaughteri^d 
for  food  has  been  found  to  be  high. 

At  the  request  of  N.A.A.P.I.,,  several  inspections  wore  made 
of  tinned  foods  and  a few  tins  of  variousfoodstuffs  were 
condemned  including  the  following  items  -
